We find in the New York 7Jridune an 
interesting account of the ice boats on 
the Hudson river. The season for.their 
use is just beginning. The finest ice 
boats in the world are at present owned 
by the Poughkeepsie ice boat association, 
whose fleet now numbers ten of these 
vessels, The quickest time on record in 
the world was made last winter by one 
of these boats—the Snow Flake —and 
was nine miles in eight minutes, the 
wind being on the beam. Ice boats, 
which have only becomecommon within 
a few years, cost from $15 to $500. The 
most expensive are of course elaborately 
fitted up.
